Next year, another 30 or more abstract 
blocks will be revalued, and that pat- 
tern will continue until the entire city is 
brought up in valuations to fair market 
value. 


"Fair market value"—that is, the 


amount you could expect to sell your 
property 
for 
now 
on 
the 
open 


market—is the basis for all taxing 
agency valuations in Texas. 


This year's reappraisals were done 


by city appraiser Joe Fogg and Travis 
Knight, who was hired on a temporary 
basis to help with the reappraisals. 
According to Stokes, if your property 
was revalued this year then it was 
visited by an appraiser. (They might 
not, however, have needed to actually 
enter your home, as they did not in 
your case.) 


Stokes says his office doesn't have the 


manpower or the money to revalue all 
city property in a single year, but that 
he is still "trying to get all our property 
up to market value." 


In a Daily Sun story about city 


reappraisal which ran June 19th, Stokes 
noted that all homes in the city are still 
below actual market value in tax 
valuations. He estimated that most 
houses in the newer sections of town 
would sell for $4,000 to $6,000 more than 
they are appraised for by the city. 


A 
full-scale revaluation 
of city 


property would cost at least $37,000. A 
professional appraising firm contacted 
last year estimated the cost at $37 per 
peice of property, and Corsicana has 
between 10,000 and 11,000 property 
parcels on the city books.

Although he is working to include the

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NC cuts tax rate 
officials

Taxpayers got a break from 


Navarro 
College 
trustees 


Thursday night as the board 
voted to counter the county's 
tax hike by lowering the college 
tax rate, but NC administrators 
got even better news as the 
board also voted them a five per 
cent raise. 


Trustees approved 
a $4.6 


million college budget for next 
year as well, but that approval 
came with no public discussion 
or 
presentation 
of 
that 


document 
at 
the 
meeting. 


Trustees had been furnished 
copies of the document about a 
month ago for study. After 
going behind closed doors for 
13-minutes, for a 
personnel 


discussion, trustees reconvened 
in open session and took action 
on two quick motions before 
adjourning. 


Both motions came from 


trustee Dr. Louis Gibson, the 
first to grant a five per cent pay 
raise 
to 
five 
college 
ad- 


ministrators and the second to 
adopt the budget. Both passed 
unanimously. 


The 1977-78 budget includes 


five per cent pay raises for 
faculty 
members 
and 
ad- 


ministrators, 
but 
five 
ad- 


ministrators were not included 
in those raises in the budget 
document. Trustees 
rectified 


that by passing a separate 
motion granting five per cent 
raises to Walker, Dr. Lary 
Reed, Ernest Kaspryzk, Paul 
Green, and Darrell Raines. 


This was the first time in 


recent years that a college 
budget 
has 
been 
adopted 


without first being presented; 
and detailed for trustees in a 
public meeting. Copies of the 
lengthy 
document 
were 


presented to trustees, but no 
reference was made to it during 


the meeting. 


Walker said today that there 


was no need for discussion of 
the document 
during Thur- 


sday's meeting, since trustees 
had already studied the budget 
and since there were no major 
changes in between the current 
budget and the budget adopted.

minutes to grant the pay raises 
and adopt the new document. 


The tax cut received more 


discussion, with NC president 
Kenneth Walker telling the 
board that the intent of the 25- 
cent cut should keep the level of 
taxes for each individual the 
same as it was this year. 


The move was necessitated to 


stay within the college's goal of 
no higher taxes after Navarro 
County commissioners 
raised

college — earlier this week.

"If the effect of this tax rate 


results in an increase to the

dividual taxes, thus a loss of 
revenue to the college, then it 
would be our intent to adjust the

Frank Dunn believes that the Beef Referendum offers beef 


producers an opportunity to build a more profitable future for 
the cattle business. 


Dunn, Navarro County chairman 
for the Texas Beef 


Development Taskforce, said that if beef producers approve the 
referendum, "it will help promote the beef industry and help 
bring the plight of the cattlemen to public view." 


If the referendum is approved by beef producers across the 


United States, it will allow the establishment of projects for 
advertising, promotion, education, producer information and 
consumer information with respect to the use of cattle, beef and 
beef products. 


VOTING starts tomorrow at the Agricultural Stabilization and 


Conservation Service office and continues through July 15. Only 
those beef producers who registered at the ASCS office June 6-17 
are eligible to vote, stressed Dunn. 


Dunn says that the Beef Referendum is a self-help program, 


designed to provide the tools to make the beef industry more 
profitable to producers. 


"The plan will be run by a beef board made up of cattlemen 


who have been recommended by their fellow cattlemen," said 
Dunn. "Every state or region will be represented in proportion 
to its beef production." 


DUNN explained that the investment needed for the program 


is provided by a collection of three-tenths of 1 per cent on the 
sale of each animal. 


"It's based on a value added system that guarantees each 


person pays only his fair share," he says. 


Dunn says that the beef industry's present research and in- 


formation effort is inadequate. 


"We spend a small fraction of what many other, smaller 


commodity groups spend," he said. "The referendum will 
generate the $30 to $40 million a year needed to solve our 
problems and strengthen our markets." 


DUNN stresses the referendum is not a government program, 


but rather, a producer program.

KERENS—Residents of the Goodlow Park community,

located south of Kerens, asked the Kerens City Council last night 
for a waiver of extra-territorial jurisdiction so that the all-black 
community of approximately 500 residents can incorporate. 


After hearing a presentation by the Goodlow Park Community 


Development Board, Mayor 0. R. Spurlock and members of the 
council said they would possibly have an answer for the Goodlow 
Park residents at the Tuesday meeting of the Kerens City 
Coucil. 


Willie Washington, chairman of the Goodlow Park board, said 


that because portions of the Goodlow Park community are 
within the extra-territorial jurisdiction of'Kerens, the com- 
munity cannot incorporate without the permission of the Kerens 
City Council. The council must sign a waiver releasing Goodlow 
Park from Kerens jurisdiction. 


"THE PURPOSE for incorporation is to renovate the com- 


munity," said Washington. He explained the community does 
not have a sanitary sewer system, paved streets or an adequate 
water system. 


"Through incorporation, we can obtain federal assistance," 


he said. "Over the past years, our community has gotten in 
terrible shape. It's been neglected by citizens in the community 
and some agencies in our county." 


Washington said that vacant lots in the community are 


neglected and pose possible fire and health hazards. 


HE NOTED that there are no fire plugs in the community, and 


residents have to rely

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NC cuts tax rate, hikes officials' pay

Taxpayers got a break from 


Navarro 
College 
trustees 


Thursday night as the board 
voted to counter the county's 
tax hike by lowering the college 
tax rate, but NC administrators 
got even better news as the 
board also voted them a five per 
cent raise. 


Trustees approved 
a $4.6 


million college budget for next 
year as well, but that approval 
came with no public discussion 
or 
presentation 
of 
that 


document 
at 
the 
meeting. 


Trustees had been furnished 
copies of the document about a 
month ago for study. After 
going behind closed doors for 
13-minutes, for a 
personnel 


discussion, trustees reconvened 
in open session and took action 
on two quick motions before 
adjourning. 


Both motions came from 


trustee Dr. Louis Gibson, the 
first to grant a five per cent pay 
raise 
to 
five 
college 
ad- 


ministrators and the second to 
adopt the budget. Both passed 
unanimously. 


The 1977-78 budget includes 


five per cent pay raises for 
faculty 
members and 
ad- 


ministrators, 
but 
five 
ad- 


ministrators were not included 
in those raises in the budget 
document. Trustees rectified 
that by passing a separate 
motion granting five per cent 
raises to Walker, Dr. Lary 
Reed, Ernest Kaspryzk, Paul 
Green, and Darrell Raines. 


This was the first time in 


recent years that a college 
budget 
has 
been 
adopted 


without first being presented; 
and detailed for trustees in a 
public meeting. Copies of the 
lengthy 
document 
were 


presented to trustees, but no 
reference was made to it during 


the meeting. 


Walker said today that there 


was no need for discussion of 
the document during Thur- 
sday's meeting, since trustees 
had already studied the budget 
and since there were no major 
changes in between the current 
budget and the budget adopted. 


IT TOOK less than 
five 


minutes to grant the pay raises 
and adopt the new document. 


The tax cut received more 


discussion, with NC president 
Kenneth Walker telling the 
board that the intent of the 25- 
cent cut should keep the level of 
taxes for each individual the 
same as it was this year. 


The move was necessitated to 


stay within the college's goal of 
no higher taxes after Navarro 
County commissioners raised 
the percentage of valuation the 
county — and, therefore, the 
college — earlier this week. 


BUT DR. WALKER warned 


that 
there 
were 
several 


variables which had to be used 
in figuring the cut, and that it 
may 
not work exactly 
as 


planned. 


"If the effect of this tax rate 


results in an increase to the 
individual taxpayer, then it is 
our 
intent 
to 
recommend 


another reduction in taxes for 
the 1978 budget year," Walker 
told trustees. "If this tax rate 
results in lowering the in- 
dividual taxes, thus a loss of 
revenue to the college, then it 
would be our intent to adjust the 
tax rate upward so that we can 
get 
back 
to 
the 
current 


equivalent level." 


Walker said the college was 


"making the best effort we 
can" to assure that there is no 
increase or decrease in taxes to 
each individual taxpayer. 


AS ADOPTED, the rate was 


lowered from 66 cents per $100 


Beef vote is supported

Frank Dunn believes that the Beef Referendum offers beef 


producers an opportunity to build a more profitable future for 
the cattle business. 


Dunn, Navarro County chairman for the Texas Beef 


Development Taskforce, said that if beef producers approve the 
referendum, "it will help promote the beef industry and help 
bring the plight of the cattlemen to public view." 


If the referendum is approved by beef producers across the 


United States, it will allow the establishment of projects for 
advertising, promotion, education, producer information and 
consumer information with respect to the use of cattle, beef and 
beef products. 


VOTING starts tomorrow at the Agricultural Stabilization and 


Conservation Service office and continues through July 15. Only 
those beef producers who registered at the ASCS office June 6-17 
are eligible to vote, stressed Dunn. 


Dunn says that the Beef Referendum is a self-help program, 


designed to provide the tools to make the beef industry more 
profitable to producers. 


"The plan will be run by a beef board made up of cattlemen 


who have been recommended by their fellow cattlemen," said 
Dunn. "Every state or region will be represented in proportion 
to its beef production." 


DUNN explained that the investment needed for the program 


is provided by a collection of three-tenths of 1 per cent on the 
sale of each animal. 


"It's based on a value added system that guarantees each 


person pays only his fair share," he says. 


Dunn says that the beef industry's present research and in- 


formation effort is inadequate. 


"We spend a small fraction of what many other, smaller 


commodity groups spend," he said. "The referendum will 
generate the $30 to $40 million a year needed to solve our 
problems and strengthen our markets." 


DUNN stresses the referendum is not a government program, 


but rather, a producer program. 
Two boys killed 


"Producers wrote the law and producers are paying for the 


referendum through voluntary donations," he said. "Producers 
will run the program from day one, once the referendum passes. 


"The government's involvement is limited," he said. "The 


secretary of agriculture formally appoints the Beef Board 
members, who are nominated by producer organizations." 


Dunn said that the program is voluntary and not a tax. 
"The collection is automatic," he said, "But if anyone, for any 


reason, doesn't want to participate, he can ask for a refund and 
get it promptly, with no red tape." 


HE SAID that the proposed program is more than just an 


advertising program, and is designed with other goals in mind 
as well. 


"Some of the money will go for consumer education and some 


for foreign market development," he said. "Some will go for 
production research and some for new product development." 


He said funds will also be used for improving marketing and 


distribution as 
well as for advertising and promotion, 


"whatever producers, through the Beef Board, decide they 
need."

Kerens hears Goodlow plea

KERENS—Residents of the Goodlow Park community, 


located south of Kerens, asked the Kerens City Council last night 
for a waiver of extra-territorial jurisdiction so that the all-black 
community of approximately 500 residents can incorporate. 


After hearing a presentation by the Goodlow Park Community 


Development Board, Mayor 0. R. Spurlock and members of the 
council said they would possibly have an answer for the Goodlow 
Park residents at the Tuesday meeting of the Kerens City 
Coucil. 


Willie Washington, chairman of the Goodlow Park board, said 


that because portions of the Goodlow Park community are 
within the extra-territorial jurisdiction of'Kerens, the com- 
munity cannot incorporate without the permission of the Kerens 
City Council. The council must sign a waiver releasing Goodlow 
Park from Kerens jurisdiction. 


"THE PURPOSE for incorporation is to renovate the com- 


munity," said Washington. He explained the community does 
not have a sanitary sewer system, paved streets or an adequate 
water system. 


"Through incorporation, we can obtain federal assistance," 


he said. "Over the past years, our community has gotten in 
terrible shape. It's been neglected by citizens in the community 
and some agencies in our county." 


Washington said that vacant lots in the community are 


neglected and pose possible fire and health hazards. 


HE NOTED that there are no fire plugs in the community, and 


residents have to rely 
upon the Navarro County Sheriff's 


Department for law enforcement assistance. 


Abandoned houses have become an "eyesore," he said, and 


there are no building, plumbing or electrical codes. 
"We're not here to try to place the blame on anybody," he said, 
and praised the city of Kerens for providing fire protection and 
water service to the community. 


He noted, however, that most of the homes are served from 


two-inch water lines coming off a four-inch main from Kerens, 
and "the pressure at times is inadequate." 


HE SAID recreation is also "a sensitive area." 


"There are no facilities for any type of recreation," he said. 


"There's been unnecessary violence on part of some of the 
teenagers in the area because they have nothing to do." 


Washington assured th': council that the purpose of in- 


corporation is "not to go wet." He said none of the members of 
the development board are in favor of the community legalizing 
the sale of alcohol. 


Spurlock, responding to Washington's presentation, said that 


the City of Kerens has three alternatives—to allow the com- 
munity to incorporate, to annex the community or to do nothing. 


"THIS IS going to affect you and the City of Kerens for a lot of 


years," said Spurlock. "If we could offer you all the facilities, I 
wish you could join us, but we can't offer them at this time." 


"If you incorporate, you've still got the problems," he said. 


"We have a lot of the same problems." 


Kerens Councilman Don Pascal asked if any poll had been 


conducted to determine if Goodlow Park residents favor in- 
corporation. 


Washington said that a general survey had been conducted, 


and that "everybody is in favor of improving conditions" 
through incorporation. 


PASCHAL said he would like to see a map showing the specific 


area to be incorporated and asked where the city would get its 
revenue. 


"Where are you going to come up with the money to run a 


city?" he asked, noting that there would not be any water or 
sewer revenue funds coining in and probably little tax revenue. 


Washington replied that "we realize we have things to deal 


with, but we're willing to give it a try." 


He said that they have hired an attorney, Kenneth Hoyt of 


Houston, and a planning consultant, Euris Carmichael of 
Austin, to assist them with whatever problems might arise. 


HE SAID that the area to be incorporated would be the 


Goodlow Park area, and that their attorney has an aerial photo 
showing the specific area. 


In other business last night, the Kerens City Council approved 


the purchase of a police car from Alvie O'Neal Chevrolet for 
$4,701.

The capsules, gifts from the 


Reynolds Metals Co., are made 
of recyclable aluminum 
and 


hold about two cubic feet of 
material. Reynolds says the 
aluminum is almost indestruct- 
ible, and the capsules have 
been designed for strength and 
stability. 


The 
capsules 
have 
been 


pumped out to near vacuum, 
and argon gas has besn forced 


in. The process was repeated 
three times in an effort to pre- 
set ve the contents later placed 
inside. 


In a further effort to make 


sure the containers and their 
contents last 98 years, each 
capsule also contains a small, 
perforated plastic packet con- 
taining 25 grams of a substance 
called hcxamethylenetetramine 
(HMT). The mildly alkaline 
substance slowly dissolves, neu- 
tralizing acid in the materials 
in the capsule to prevent dete- 
rioration.

Rev. Merkel made decision 


to serve God at the age of 6

A six-year-old school boy in 


Forbach, West Germany made 
an important decision that set 
the course for his lifestyle as a 
man. 


The decision, to become a 


Catholic priest, resulted in the 
service of 43 years in the 
Catholic ministry for the man, 
August J. Merkel. 


"WHEN I was a tiny boy in 


school, the teacher told us the 
story of our Lord's suffering. In 
those days I already had a 
strong sense of fairness and 
justice. When the story came to 
the point where Jesus was 
condemned to death, I made up 
my mind to spend my life in the 
service of this innocent man. 
This was the beginning of my 
vocation," Rev. Merkel said. 


"Since that time, I have never 


hesitated or ceased to com- 
pletely dedicate my life to his 
service and others that are on 
his side," Rev. Merkel said. 


"I find it difficult to work for 


people who only love them- 
selves and have nothing left for 
God and their fellowman," he 
said. 


Rev. Merkel served 13 years 


as pastor of the Immaculate 
Conception 
Catholic Church 


here, retiring in May, 1973. 


SITTING in the dining room 


at his home on West Hwy 22, he 
speaks fondly of his hometown 
"Forbach in West Germany is 
in the Black Forest where they 
make cuckoo clocks." 


Rev. Merkel also holds other 


memories of his homeland that 
are not all fond ones. 


"At the end of World War I, 


my mother died of starvation. [ 
came from a family of nine 
children and food was scarce. I 
was the eighth child, and I had a 
sister who died a small baby," 
he said. "We had nothing but 
potatoes 
and 
sauerkraut. 


Everything was taken as a part 
of war preparation including 
eggs, the chickens, and the 
cows, "he said. 


••Under the Marshall Plan 


and help of organizations like 
the Quakers, food was later 
shipped in from America and 
saved the people from star- 
vation," he said, "In 192.'!, the 
weekly buying power of my 
father's wages bought barely a 
loaf of bread," he ;id<ied. 


After receiving his education 


at Gyuma.sum at Burchsal. lie 
entered

University of 


Sal/.burg in Austria in 1928, and 
later 
entered 
Catholic- 


University at Washington, I). C. 


In 1934, Rev. Merkel made a 


second important decision in his 
life. 


"Being home as a newly

had to leave ;ny homeland and 
go to America. Sunday, July 29, 
19,'M after I had said my first 
mass, the German government 
posed 
the 
question to the 


German people, '.Should Hitler 
be allowed to be dependent in 
his rule on decisions of the 
Reichstag (the representative 
party of the German people) or 
not'.'" he said. 


chaplain in an orphanage and to 
teach 
Latin, history, 
and 


German in Pollottine College. 


He also did post-graduate 


study at Marquette University. 


Rev. 
Merkel joined 
the 


Diocese of Dallas in 1945 to do 
parish work and was later 
assigned to Corsicana. 


Rev, Merkel, 68, has some 


interesting views on issues in 
the Catholic church including 
divorce, 
education, 
and 


marriage of the priests: 


DIVORCE— "I cannot un- 


derstand divorce. Two people 
should get married to give 
themselves to each other like a 
priest gives himself to God. In 
our day, it is perhaps easier to 
live the life of a priest than to be 
married." 


EDUCATION-"! am firmly 


convinced that if we help young 
people to develop what is good 
in them and to make self- 
discipline a daily habit, we have 
reasons to look forward to a 
better future." 


MARRIAGE of the priests— 


"No one will ever understand 
why the Catholic priest lives the 
life of a bachelor unless he in 
faith has an inkling of what love 
for God can accomplish in the 
heart of a man." 


"I personally have never 


regretted having become a 
priest and am now looking 
forward to hearing my master 
say, 'You nave tried to do your 
best,"'he added.

Former league Police Chief Vann Foley 


says that accusations by Freestone County 
Sheriff J. R. Sessions that he and his 
policemen were "recklessly endangering the 
lives of the citizens of Freestone County" are 
"a damned lie". 


Foley showed the Daiiy Sun a letter from 


Sessions to the league City Council, dated 
May 15, in which Sessions charges the league 
police 
with 
not 
cooperating 
with 
the 


Freestone County Sheriff's Department. 


Foley showed the letter to the Daily Sun as 


a part of his statement regarding his recent 
resignation as chief of the Teague Police and 
as back up information to his charge that he 
could not get any backing from the City 
Council of Teague to enforce the laws. 


SESSIONS, IN THE LETTER, also says, 


that his department had "not followed their 
(Teague police andFoley's) desire for this 
department to stay out of Teague and let them 
run it as they desired." 


Foley says that the truth is the reverse and 


that, while he was police chief, it was Sessions 
and his deputies who failed to answer calls in 
Teague and would not cooperate with the 
Teague police. 


Efforts to contact Sessions on the matter 


have not been successful. 


Foley also showed the Daily Sun a letter 


from Teague City Attorney W. A. Keils, in 
which Keils charges that Foley and his* 
department 
"exceeded 
their 
lawful 


authority" in an incident which occurred on 
May 5th. 


The incident, according to the Keils letter, 


involved a Kenneth Wayne Posey Jr. Keils 
says Teague police chased Posey for a 
"minor traffic violation" a distance of nine 
miles through the community of Freestone 
and that the police shot at Posey with a pistol 
and a shotgun loaded with buckshot. 


FOLEY HAS A DIFFERENT VERSION. 


He says he has two witnesses to the fact Posey 
made a threat in a bar that he "was going to 
run the Teague police out of town." Foley 
explained that Posey then drove to downtown 
Teague and began driving recklessly in front 
of the police department. 


Foley said his department was notified in 


advance of Posey's threat. 


"When he showed up down there driving in 


circles, we let him go a few limes. After about 
the third or fourth time we decided we better 
stop him,"Foley said. 


According to the former chief, when his 


men attempted to stop Posey he ran and his 
men pursued him. Foley says his cars had 
their warning sirens and lights going all the 
time during the chase. 


KEILS, IN HIS LETTER SAYS, "The mere 


fact that Kenneth Wayne Posey Jr. was 
evading arrest does not, by any stretch of the 
imagination, give Peace Officers of Teague 
the right and duty to pursue him, at flank 
speed." 


Keils has told The Sun he will elaborate his 


side of the incidents when he returns from 
vacation later this month. 


Foley takes the view that he was acting on a 


threat- to do harm to officers of the Teague 
police and that he did have a duty to prevent 
the threat from being carried out. 


He adds that it was attitudes similar to 


Keil's that convinced him that it was better to 
resign than "waste" his time trying to en- 
force the law in Teague. 


Another incident involving Sessions, that 


Foley says hampered his efforts was when 
Sessions removed the high band radio 
communications system from the Teague 
Police Department. 


Foley explained that the radio had been 


bought for Teague through Freestone County 
on a grant. He said Sessions gave no ex- 
planation for removing the radio. He adds 
that one part of Sessions letter was correct. 


SESSIONS SAYS, IN THE LETTER, "Our 


(sheriff's) dispatchers (have been) unable to 
find your police department." Foley says 
they could not be found because they did not 
have radio communications to connect them 
with Sessions'men. 


Foley adds that prior to his resignation he 


had attempted to close down a bar that was 
serving alcohol after hours and allowing 
gambling. He added there were a few oc- 
casions he was aware of where the owner 
brought in prostitutes. 


He said the owner tried to bribe him into 


"looking the other way." 


"He tried to bribe me so I would ignore 


what was going on," Foley said," and I 
refused it (the bribe). I finally got the place 
closed and of this date (June 17) the place is 
back open." 


Foley says incidents have occurred similar 


to this one. He said he has seen people 
staggering around early on Sunday morning 
still drunk because of the bars that stayed 
open late. 


ALCOHOL, HE SAYS, IS NOT the only 


problem. He says drugs are also being moved 
through the Teague area and not just 
marijuana, but heroin and cocaine, too. 


He said he knew of one time where the 


drugs had been brought by airplane to the 
Teague airport. 


Foley said a further example of the lack of 


law enforcement in Teague is a time when, in 
county court, Keils told him that a man could 
drive while his license was suspended by the 
Department of Public Safety because, Keils 
said, according to Foley, "I said he could." 


The reason why Foley and his men could 


not stop the "lawlessness" in Teague was 
because he only had three men in his 
department and that they were "spread 
mighty thin." He added that his efforts were 
further obstructed by Keils takii.g sides 
against the police department. 


HE SAID HIS DEPARTMENT had often 


been faced with the problem of not being able 
to get a sheriff's deputy over to Teague when 
one was needed. Often, he said, their calls 
were ignored or a deputy would show up 
several days later. 


In an attempt to find out more about the 


incidents leading up to Foley's and his of- 
ficers resignations, the Daily Sun contacted 
Teague Mayor Earle Long. Long was reticent 
on the issue. 


"I can't tell you anything because it was in 


a closed session. That's state law. 


"The situation with Vann Foley is closed 


question as far as I'm concerned," Long said. 


The closed session Long referred to was the 


special city council meeting May 20th where, 
Foley, his policemen and city Judge Herbert 
Morris resigned.

nowski every lived. 


Nobody knew for sure where 


the 80-year-old Polish 
immi- 


grant came from. Few even 
knew his name. 


Every 
morning at exactly 


8:15, the old man would trudge 
down the narrow dirt path to 
the neighborhood grocery 
a 


block away. And almost every 
morning he would return with 


the same items — a can of 
cheap pet food and a pack of 
cigarettes. 


His daily chore done Pras- 


nowski would sit on his favorite 
stump under his favorite tree 
and watch his beloved cats.at 
play. There were few visitors. 
But he didn't seem to need any- 
one else. 


"They were his babies. They 


won't come to 
nobody but 


him," said M.B. Smith, as sev- 
eral scrawny alley cats romped 
just out of reach. "He'd buy cat 


food and wouldn't eat. I've seen 
him buy two chickens and cook 
them and feed them to the cats, 
and he'd eat a piece of bread." 


Smith, whose family owns 


Prasno.vski's three-room, $60-a- 
month apartment, said the old 
man would keep as many as 30 
cats in the tiny bungalow, even 
sleeping with several of them. 


Police said the old man ap- 


peared at Parkland Hospital 
June 25 claiming he had been 
assaulted. He was treated for 
minor head injuries and re- 


leased. 


He was not seen again until a 


police helicopter 
spotted 
his 


body last Thursday near the 
railroad tracks behind the hos- 
pital. An autopsy showed he 
died of a common heart dis- 
ease. 


Prasnowski kept to himself. 


One 
neighbor 
knew only 


that he came to America in the 
Fifties, that he was freed from 
a Nazi concentration camp and 
received infrequent letters from 
Lodz, Poland. 


"This was his little castle, 


right back here," said neighbor 
Mertha Hawk. She gestured at 
a narrow, grassless side yard 
next to the apartment. "He'd 
sweep up there and around his 
stool. He sat there with his cup. 
The folks next door \vould give 
him wine over the fence. He 
was a good old man. He was a 
likable fellow. But everytime 
you saw him, he was drunk." 


Prasnowski probably won't 


even have a funeral. Even if he 
does, it will be a pauper's serv- 
ice.

locate his next of kin. In such 
cases, 
bodies 
are

turned over to medical schools 
unless they are rejected.

barn floor was the "ultimate" 
cause of death. 


Murchison 
cross-examined 


Barnes at length about Cor- 
nelius' physical condition at the 
time of death. Barnes testified 
to several ailments of Cornelius 
including liver, kidney, spleen 
and heart problems. 


BARNES then agreed to a 


Murchison statement that in 
spite of "apparent good health" 
Fred Cornelius had "significant 
health problems." 


The pathologist was then 


questioned by Murchison about 
a conversation between himself 
and Deputy Sheriff Bob Reh- 
ders on the morning that Cor- 
nelius' body was taken to 
Memorial 
Hospital 
for 
an 


autopsy. 


The doctor testified that Reh- 


ders told him about the type of 
ground (dry dust) that Cor- 
nelius was found on. Murchison 
asked 
if having this 
prior 


knowledge 
affected 
his 


determination of the cause of 
death. 


Barnes 
replied 
that 
he 


wouldn't have known the area if 
Rehders hadn't told him about 
it, but that the knowledge did 
not change his opinion of the 
cause of death. 


MUCHISON asked Barnes to 


detail the kind of unusual marks 
on the body he found during the 
examination. Barnes said he 
found 
abrasions 
on 
the 


forehead, elbows and knees. He 
added that he found depressed 
red marks on the wrists and 
mouth. 


In further testimony Barnes 


said he found no evidence that 
Cornelius 
had 
been 
shot, 


stabbed or gouged and no 
evidence that he had been 
struck. Murchison asked if the 
abrasions could 
have 
been 


caused by anyone other than 
Cornelius. Barnes said no. 


Murchison asked Barnes if 


there 
were 
any 
"external 


physical injuries" that might 
have caused death. Barnes said 
no. The defense asked Barnes if 
the abrasions found on Cor- 
nelius could have caused a "risk 
of death". Barnes said no. 


THE FINAL witness heard 


Tuesday was Wanda Robinson 


Miss Robinson testified, in 


response 
to 
Batchelor's 


questions, that on the morning 
of Jan. 7, she was in Thomas 
Honea's apartment in Cor- 
sicana with several others and 
that he left several times and 
returned and that one time he 
did not return. 


She also testified that later 


the same day Honea and Clyde 
Ray Sawyer were in her kitchen 
in Dallas and she overheard a 
conversation between Sawyer 
and Honea that she believes 
concerned 
the 
robbery 
of 


Cornelius. 


Miss Robinson testified she 


heard Honea say to Sawyer, 
"You never know until you do 
it." She repeated her feeling 
that -the statement concerned 
the Cornelius robbery earlier 
that day. 


MURCHISON asked her if she 


knew for a fact the topic of 
conversation was about Cor- 
nelius. 


"I do and I don't," she 


replied. 


He then asked if she knew a 


Shirley Peery and if Miss Peery 
had 
dated 
Honea. 
Miss 


Robinson replied 
that 
Miss 


Peery was her aunt and that she 
knew her aunt had dated Honea. 


In response to Murchison's 


questioning she testified that 
she was with Miss Peery on the 
night of Jan. 15 at the Navarro 
County jail. She agreed with 
Murchison that Miss Peery had 
been held in the jail several 
hours without being charged. 
She added Miss Peery was 
released later on that night. 


BATCHELOR asked if she, 


Miss Robinson, had made a 
statement at the jail concerning 
"everything she knew about the 
crime." She said yes. 


Court was adjourned at 5 p.m. 


until Wednesday morning.

jury 


selection took four hours to 
complete. 
The 
attorneys, 


Murchison and Joe Anderson 
for Honea, and Batchelor for the 
State met at 9 a.m.

Schools get $10,000 
from college for field 


Navarro 
College trustees 


voted Thursday to contribute 
$10,000 toward the renovation of 
Tiger 
Field, the 
Corsicana 


Independent School District's 
athletic 
facility 
used 
by 


Navarro's football team. 


Noting 
that 
the 
college 


utilizes the field about one-third 
of the time it is in use, Walker 
said the $10,000 contribution 
would cover about a third of the 
total cost to refurbish the field. 


In return, the school district 


has agreed to place a sign at the 
field noting that Tiger Field is 
also the "Home of the Navarro 
Bulldogs," and that some of the 
new seating at the stadium will 
be in red and white, the 
Navarro team colors. 


WALKER ALSO noted that 


the refurbishing would benefit 
the college in that it will make a 
better impression on visiting 
teams who play Navarro at the 
facility. 


The board, on a motion by Dr. 


Louis 
Gibson, unanimously 


approved the recommendation. 


Trustees also heard an ex- 


planation of two new operations 
manuals for the college, one 
covering professional employes 
and 
another 
c o v e r i n g 


"classified," 
or non-faculty, 


and non-administrative, em- 
ployes. 


BOTH MANUALS contain job 


descriptions 
and 
salary 


schedules for each NC job. The 
Classified Employe manual is 
new, 
while the professional 


manual has been revised. 


Prior to the adoption of the 


classified 
employe 
manual, 


there were no guidelines for 
starting salaries and annual 
raises for employes such as 
secretaries, grounds keepers, 
cafeteria employes, and similar 
positions. Now, Dr. Walker told 
the board, each employe will 
know the salary range for his 
position. In the future, raises 
will only be granted at budget 
time as well, he noted. 


Employes will also now know 


which job pays what, and what 
is required and expected for 
each position to aid them in 
moving to higher paying jobs 
within the college. 


ADOPTION 
of 
the 
new 


professional 
manual 
also 


signalled 
the 
end 
of 
the 


automatic annual five per cent 
pay raises for faculty and 
professional 
staff 
members 


which the board adopted as 
college policy in 
December, 


1975. In the future, all raises 
will be "based upon evaluations 
and performance of each in- 
dividual employe," the manual 
states. 


Part time teachers get a raise 


to $700 for each three-hour 
course taught, a $200 increase, 
but all other starting salaries 
remain the same. 


Trustees 
named 
First 


National Bank as the college's 
official depository for funds, 
after 
comparing 
two 
bids 


received for the contract. Of the 
two, First National's was the 
best, offering slightly better 
interest rates for deposits and 
for short-term loans than did 
Corsicana National Bank. 


BUT FIRST National's bid 


was lower than the contract 
with them last year by an 
average of one-half of one per 
cent in interest. First National 
agreed to pay the college five 
and one-half per cent interest 
for deposits from 30 to 89 days, 
up to seven per cent interest for 
deposits left for from one to two 
years. Short-term financing will 
be provided at four and a half 
per cent interest, an increase of 
one-half of one per cent over 
last year's contract.

College to get tough 
with outside agitators 


College administrators were 


authorized last night to take 
whatever steps are necessary 
and legal in dealing with non- 
student Iranian militants who 
have been pressuring Iranian 
students 
attending 
Navarro 


College. 


After 
summarizing 
com- 


ments he made to the Daily Sun 
Thursday, Dr. Walker said he 
felt the board and the public 
should be aware of continued 
trouble from outside agitators 
on the Navarro campus. 


"WE FEEL very strongly 


that this disruptive influence 
from persons with no legitimate 
business with the college must 
be stopped," Walker told the 
board. 


He said the college plans to 


take a strong position against 
such harassment and follow 
through with all legal means to 
insure that all NC students are 
free from harassment. 


One of the big problems, 


according to Director of Student 
Services Steve Gardner, is that 
the outside agitators do not 
carry identification, or refuse to 
produce that identification for 
campus security officers. 


"A PERSON doesn't run into 


any problems with us unless he 
refuses, to identify himself or 
has no identification and is 
refusing to cooperate in that 
manner," Gardner said. 


"Don't 
we have 
security 


oeoole on camnus?" Dr. Louis 


Gibson asked. "If we don't we 
ought to hire them, to ap- 
prehend every man that walks 
on this campus from a foreign 
country without a passport and 
hold him until the authorities 
(can) get him." 


..DR GIBSON also said that if 
the college had to resort to 
sending 
pictures 
of 
the 


disruptive individuals to the 
Iranian Embassy in order to 
keep them off the campus, then 
"that's what we need to do." 


Gardner said 
the 
college 


plans to photograph non-student 
Iranians discovered 
on the 


campus "as a means of iden- 
tifying these people through 
existing records."
